Owners of back-yard lemon 
trees are not Included In the two- 
thirds of the state’s producers re¬ 
quired to sign the lemon prorate 
act to put it into effect, Superior 
Judge William J. Palmer ruled 
yesterday in Los Angeles superior 
court. 

His ruling blocked efforts of the 
Mutual Orange distributors of 
Redlands and the American Fruit 
Owners exchange, who are fight¬ 
ing the prorate, to introduce evi¬ 
dence showing owners of one or 
more trees are subject to the pro¬ 
rate. He held that only commer¬ 
cial growers are governed. 

Judge Palmer’s ruling came af¬ 
ter a farm advisor, called to the 
stand, testified he found 399 lem¬ 
on trees in a small area of Santa 
Monica, none of which had signed 
up for proration. At the time the 
petition was circulated, the act 
did not specify that the signers 
should be commercial growers, but 
the prorate commission limited 
regulation to this classification 
and the act was later amended on 
this score. Plaintiffs contend the 
original petition was not correctly, 
put into operation and is there¬ 
fore invalid. 

Legal technicalities once took 
the case to the California supreme 
court, where it was determined 
the superior court had Jurisdiction 
to pass on the questions involved. 
’The supreme court, however, at 
that time held the act under which 
the prorate commission operates 
is constitutional. 


CHICAGO, f^i—Here’s a bright 
spot in the 1936 drought picture 
for wheat farmers—at least some 
of them: The depleted United 
States crop has a current market 
value higher than that of any crop 
in six years, estimated in excess 
of $663,000,000. 

Barring further serious spring 
wheat destruction, present owners 
should receive almost $120,000,000 
more for efforts in wheat fields 
Siis year than they did in 1936, 
notwithstanding the losses that al¬ 
ready have occurred. The return 
should be more than double that 
of the lowest income year on re¬ 
cent records—1932.

I ly beauty treatment at home when 
you feel a "droop” coming on 

Here are the steps in the gen¬ 
tle manicure routine: 

First, remove all old polish. File 
and shape the nails, u.sing the 
coarse side of an emery boaid. 

I Bevel the nail edges with the fine, 
j smooth side. Do not let the emety 
touch the cuticles or skin. 

Buff the nails with a powder 
polish while still dry. Then im- 
I merse In warm, soapy watei for 
two or three minutes. 

Scrub and dry nails. Remove 
the cuticle with oily cuticle le- 
' mover and use the cuticle remover 
j to cleanse under the tip of each 
, nail. 

Apply nail white pencil to the 
under sides of each nail. Scrub 
nails again. 

Go over the nails with oily pol¬ 
ish remover to prepare the nail 
for polish. Apply the polish with 
light, even strokes, either from 
1 side to side in an arc around the 
half-moons or from edge of half- 
I moon to the tip. 

i Allow the polish to dry thoi- 
' oughly. Apply cuticle oil, massag¬ 
ing it into the crea.ses around the 
nail and cuticle and finl.sh with 
an application of hand cream. In 
I using the bright poli.shes, it is a 
good idea to cover a part of the 
I tip, leaving only a narrow rim of 
white if you want the nail to look 
longer and more graceful, r^eav'

On the 
record volume, prices per box rose 
29 cents to an average for the 
week in the auctions of $4.04. 

Lemon sales in the auctions 
dipped slightly to a total volume 
for the week of 308 cars, 21 less 
than a week ago, prices, however, 
gained $2.85 per box to an auc¬ 
tion average for the week of $9.33. 

Due to the continuous hot wea¬ 
ther, both oranges and lemons 
clo.sed the week strong in both 
price and volume and with demand 
good. 

There were 21 cars of grape¬ 
fruit sold during the past week 
in the auctions, four more than 
last week. The market on this 
variety closed slightly easier but 
with demand continuing good. 

W. C. Frackelton, manager of 
the Callfornia-Arlzona orange and 
grapefruit agency, announced next 
week's prorate as 1500 cars of 
valencias in inter-state commerce 
and 150 cars of valencias in in¬ 
trastate commerce, all from South¬ 
ern California.

The modern theory of crime prevention is that of ' 
removing the criminal from society, not that of torturing 
him. Even in the application of capital punishment, it is 
done to remove a menace from society, more than it is to 
injure the criminal himself. i 

If the bar association would work to prevent crime, ! 

instead of urging such tortures as the whipping post, it i 
should work to speed up justice, so that lawyers cannot 
delay for years the trial and punishment of criminals. 

If legal fol-de-rol were eliminated, so that a fair trial 
could speedily follow the commission of a crime, then the 
bar association would be taking a real forward step in 
curbing crime. 

But as for the whip—Americans will not tolerate a 
law which will allow one man to apply the whip—the 
punishment for beasts—to the back of "nother.

Power for the Farms 

M ore power to the farms. That, literally, is the plea 
of federal power commission in its report on rural 
electric service, just released. 

The commission offers an estimate that of the 32 
million persons living on farms, 29 million do not have 
any central power service. 

Electricity as a servant to relieve farm wives of 
back-breaking labor is a real need in this age of progress. 
The farmer will be able to prosper further when he has 
electrical aids to help him in his work. 

There is one other factor to be considered, however. 
Merely bringing power to the farm home is not enough. 
With it must go an economic adjustment which will allow 
the farmer to pay for that power, through his own ef¬ 
forts. The American farmer is independent; he does 
not ask for electrical service as a gift. 

Equally important to us of the West is that rural 
electrification—with lighting and cooking for the farmer 
and his wife—is one great field which, as years go on, 
will demand a great share qf the power which our new 
big dams will produce. 

An old-timer is one who remembers when we 
were going to take the liquor out of politics—either 
by adopting prohibition or repealing it. 

Success Apart From Politics 

O NCE in a great while a government project manages 
to rise above the level of partisan attacks simply 
because of its sheer success. Such appears to be the story 
of the CCC. 

At least, public opinion as reflected in a recent nation¬ 
wide poll pointed to the CCC as an agency of universal 
good. Significantly, Republicans and Democrats alike 
endorsed the work of the Civilian Conservation Corps, and 
urged that it be continued. 

The criticisms of labor, the charges of “militarism” 
jind “regimentation” that once battered this New Deal 
agency, now are pretty well withdrawn. In their place has 
developed a generally sincere recognition of the CCC, not 
only for what it has done for American youth, but for 
what it has done toward conservation of American 
resources.

W ITH a new highway patrol office assured for Santa 
Ana through Assemblyman James Utt’s efforts, local 
motorists can look forward to more and better service 
than the patrol now is able to give from the cramped 
quarters in the basement of the old courthouse. 

This will be especially noticeable during the period 
of applying for new license plates, when parking becomes 
so congested near the office that drivers have to walk 
blocks. More important than this, however, although not 
quite so conspicuous, will be the added services which the 
patrol can perform once it obtains ample quarters—in the 
inspection of cars, examination of drivers, and other es¬ 
sential functions.

A terrific anxiety almost broke through his con¬ 
trol as he circled the uncharted shore line in 
search of that deliverance he had so bravely 
promised his men the night before. Here again 
the actual diary of Captain Knowles adds more 
to the stature of the man than the comments of 
the historian. That night he wrote; 


Wednesday, Aug. 4th.—Fair, and fine breeze. 
In the morning saw the Island of Nukahiva. 
Not having any chart, we had to sail all around 
the island to find the harbor, and had about 
given up the idea of finding a settlement. The 
men were greatly disappointed and I strove as 
best I could to hold my prestige with them. We 
planned to brave a repetition of the skirmish at 
Ohitahoo and land a searching party for water, 
of which we were sorely in need. Then we 
rounded the point of the little harbor, and to 
our great joy and surprise there lay at anchor 
an American man-of-war, the only vessel in the 
harbor. So great was our Joy that we were 
unable to speak for some time, but could only 
sit and look at this, the first ship we had seen 
since leaving San Francisco six months before, 
and this one flying the stars and stripes. As 
soon as we could command our feelings, we 
stooil for the ship and hoisted our ensign. In 
about an hour we anchored within a few rods of 
her and were hailed. We gave them in response 
an account of ourselves, stating our ship's name 
and nationality. The captain sent his boat off 
with his compliments and a request for us to 
come on board. In the boat was a sailor who 
had been with me a year before, who at once 
recognized me. I put on my best clothes, con¬ 
sisting of a ragged coat, a shirt and pants all 
dilapidated, and went on board, taking my gold. 
The ship proved to be the U. S. sloop-of-war 
'‘Vandalia," which had only reached here ttaa 
day before and was about to leave.

Their plan to again 
risk their lives at the hands of hostile natives. 
Indicated the seriousness of the situation. 

Dawn broke over a sea so calm that for the 
first time since leaving Pitcairn Island they 
found it necessary to bail only occasionally. 
Captain Knowles managed to sleep for a brief 
while. When he awoke he gazed in kind of a 
stupor at a splendid sea of dark blue, that shade 
seen only in the tropics. A fine breeze pushed 
at the sails, without being strong enough to 
shower spray or spread the irregular seams of 
the boat. 

The little craft raced over the waters with 
all sails set and drawing. They seemed to catch 
something of the spirit of the men —sailing on 
with sort of a mute confidence that her tortured 
journey was about to end. Captain Knowles 
sensed, too, the new hope in his men. He prayed 
that their trials were over and turned his eyes 
to the Northwest, searching the horizon for the 
island of Nukahiva.

T he world-famed Passion Play of Oberam- 
mergau may soon have an American rival 
if plans of the Coeur d’ Alene Indian tribe and 
fathers of the .Sacred Heart Mission at De Smet. 
Idaho, bear fruit. 

Feeling that the eaily history of the Pacific 
Northwe.st is worthy of lasting note, the Indi¬ 
ana and Mission workers have developeil a pag¬ 
eant, "The Coming of the Black Robes,” which 
has been given for two years and which is sched¬ 
uled again for 1036 

It first will be presented at the Mi.ssion this 
summer, while two other performances in Spo¬ 
kane, Wash., and another at De .Smet are 
planned for later in the fall, according to Father 
Cornelius E. Byrne. S. J,. superior of tin De 
Smet institution 

Scenes of rustic grandeur and primeval beauty 
mark the presentation in which every adu't 
member of the tribe participates. Chihlren also 
appear in many of the .scenes, making for a col¬ 
orful presentation. It is dedicated to the pre.ser- 
vation of Indian legends and culture, and be¬ 
cause of its wonderful background, it is hailed 
as an impoitant .step In bringing forward the 
value of the work of the early missionaries 
among the tribesmen of the Northwest. 

The pageant’s importance rests upon its his¬ 
toric value and upon the Indian version of the 
early life of the mis.sion, founded by the heroic 
Father De Smet in 1842. It was written and is 
staged by Indians from traditional stories of 
the coming of De Smet and his companions 

A ncient tribal dances, nearly forgotten by 
everyone except the olde.st Indians, are re¬ 
vived In the performance. It consists of three 
acta and six scenes, and altho\igh it is written 
in English, it is patterned after the Coeur d' 
Alene dialect. 

In the opening .scene, an old chief .sees a 
vision of the coming of great teachers, dre.s.sed 
in black. His barbaric mind Impressed, he 
watches for them faithfully. When they do not 
appear during his lifetime, he tells his son to 
continue the vigil. 

Finally, scouts report the approach of white 
men, among them a priest, garbed In black. The 
young chief recalls his father's words and visits 
the priest. Father De Smet. 

All the primitive feelings and beliefs of the 
Indians are expressed as the play progres.ses. 
The chief is converted after a great struggle 
with himself over his pagan beliefs. The scene 
is memorable. A savage chieftain is .so .swayed 
hy the .simple words of a white teacher that 
he gives up three of his wives and forsakes the 
beliefs of his forefathers to follow in the .steps 
of a kind and patient foreigner. 

Seeing that their power is being usurped, 
the haughty medicine men of the tribe move 
to discountenance the priest. Their efforts are 
unsuccessful, and the tribesmen take up Chris¬ 
tianity along with their leader. 

The work of De Smet is recorded forever in 
the hi.story of the Pacific Northwest. His work 
among the Indians made them Christians and 
peaceful, so that pioneers found fewer hard.ships 
than they might have otherwise. 

Chief Seltice, .son of the famous chief who 
opened the Coeur d' Alene country to the whites, 
has an Important role in the performance. 
Dressed in tribal finery, he helps make the pag¬ 
eant a memorable affair, rapidly becoming more 
and more widely known in the Northwc.st and 
giving promi.se of becoming a New World ver¬ 
sion of the famous Old World production at 
Oberammergau. The pageant was written by 
Lawrence Nlcodfmus, brilliant Indian scholar, 
who has done considerable re.search work at Co¬ 
lumbia University. 

While the antiquity of the Oberammeigau 
loses itself in the twelfth century, and found 
its origin in a sacred pledge of the people of a 
country which had heen delivered from a ter¬ 
rible pestilence, to faithfully depict the life of 
their Savior in a spectacle staged regularly 
every ten years, and la religious rather than 
historical, the American pageant to be staged 
by the Indians is a combination of both re¬ 
ligious and historical events. Written by a bril¬ 
liant Indian scholar and enacted by a colorful 
Indian cast, the spectacle is attracting wide¬ 
spread attention, of which it la most worthy

LIFE QUAINT AT OBERAMMERGAU 

Fo/k Who Depict Life of Christ Live in Traditional Piety and Humbleness

C RADLED by the Bavarian Alps, like a per¬ 
fect cameo in a blue and .silver setting, the 
little village of Oberammergau gleams and 
.shimmers like a dream of peace secure from 
modern unrest. The houses glisten with painted 
gables, frescoes and panels bright with religious 
scenes. Red-tiled roofs shadow miniature bal¬ 
conies. White walls shelter flower boxes nes¬ 
tling under windows. The homes are immacu¬ 
late - quaintly “old world,” and the people that 
dwell within them traditionally cultured and 
courteous. 

Here on a plateau screened by lofty moun¬ 
tains, the Pa.ssion Play has Its re-enactment 
for the wonderment of mankind. Here a group 
of sincere and .simple villagers achieve the per¬ 
manence of great art in the .spirit of true re¬ 
ligion. The story of the Chri.st finds its embodi¬ 
ment in a drama unapproachable and unfor¬ 
gettable. 

Early hi.story of the first Pa.s.sion Play is 
buried in mists of antiquity. Its performance, 
however, can be traced back to the 12th cen¬ 
tury. when the Benedictine monks in the Ammer 
mountains of Bavaria turned the folk plays, 
th"n common throughout Europe, into a re¬ 
ligious spectacle of the Life of Christ, The 
great Oberammergau Passion Play, as it is per¬ 
formed today, however, is not a mere survival 
of the medieval folk play. It originated In the 
year 16.32 during the dark days of the 30 Years 
War. when the dreaded black plague broke out 


in Oermany, and death .swept over the Ba¬ 
varian highlands, bringing de.solation to every 
home. Entire villages were depopulated and in 
the mid.st of these terrible experiences, the in¬ 
habitants of the valley met together and made 
a solemn vow that if the plague stayed away 
they would, in gratitude, reverently perfoim 
once every ten years a solemn play depicting 
the life of Christ. Their prayers were an.swereci 
the epidemic was stayed. Records reveal that 
from the moment their vow was made, not 
another inhabitant of the valley fell victim to 
the pe.stilence. 

The earlie.st text of the Passion Play is be¬ 
lieved to have been prepared by the monks of 
PIttal, but was remodele<l at the beginning of 
the 10th centiiry. The music for the play was 
composed by Itochus Dedler, the parish school- 
ma.ster at Oberammergau. in the year 1814, 
and is u.sed to this day. By 1840 the Pa.s.sion 
Play had attracted .such large attendances that 
the existing theater, with a .seating capacity 
for several thousand people, was found to be 
too small. Emperors, kings and princes found 
themselves guests in the Bavarian village, .side 
by .side with the humbler folk who had jour¬ 
neyed from all over the world to witness the 
unique spectacle 

I N NO other spot in the world could such a 
representation take place, because here, in the 
cradle of its birth a great tradition has flour¬ 
ished and been kept alive by successive genera¬ 
tions of actors, everyone of whom is brought 


up from his earliest days to a.spire to take part 
in what is not only a supreme act of devotion, 
but a consecrated expression of undying belief. 

The Pa.s.sion Play reveals, according to the 
gospels, the life, the last earthly days, the cruci¬ 
fixion and resurrection of the Savior. It is pres¬ 
ented entirely in German, but whether or not 
the spectator is a German linguist, it matters 
not so supcibly is the drama portrayeil The 
play consists of 18 acts and 2,6 tableaux, with 
an accompanying chorus of 60 trained voices 
and an orche.stra of 40 pieces. Starting at 8 
o'clock in the morning, with a two-hour inter- 
mi.ssion at lunch time, the play eontinues until 
6 p. m. 

Six months before the opening of the Pa.ssion 
Play, concentrated study is begun by the prin¬ 
cipals, who are elected by popular vote. Their 
lives mu.st attest the .sincerity and piety of their 
performances. The greate.st honor is to be 
chosen to play the Savior. In reality theie are 
no minor parts in the cast of 120 .speaking 
characters, for every player shows his own 
sincerity and devotion in every expression, move 
and gesture. Properties and costumes must pa.ss 
the tc.st of daylight performances. There is a 
total of over 700 men, women and children in 
the ca.st. all of whom belong to the neighbor¬ 
hood. 

The actors do not “make up” or use any 
artificial means for the representation. Their 
faces are the same as when you talk with them 
in their homes, when they sell you exquisitely 
carved figures of sacred personages, or help 


you with your baggage upon you arrival or de¬ 
parture. The male actors are easily recognized 
on the streets by their long hair and beards. 
Many who do not have roles allow their hair 
to grow so that they will be ready to accept 
a part at a moment's notice. 

The auditorium accommodates 5300 persons, 
and seldom is there a vacant scat. The space 
allotted to the .spectators is covered by a high 
vaulted ceiling, while the proscenium is open 
to the sky, thus giving the effect of an open- 
air theater, with the slopes of the Bavarian 
Alps and the blue sky forming a picturesque 
and natural back drop. The chorus takes its 
position in the proscenium. In rainy weather 
they get drenched, but they sing whether rain 
or sunshine. The stage accommodates nearly a 
thousand players. 

I T IS customary for spectators to arrive in 
Oberammergau on the afternoon preceding 
the play, and leave the morning following the 
performance unless a longer stay has been ar¬ 
ranged, Reservations are made in advance and 
guests are accommodated at the homes of the 
various players and townsfolk. The cost Includes 
admission to the play, meals and lodging for 
a day and two nights, depending on the class 
of the accommodations selected. 

After the World War the Passion Play was 
delayed two years until 1922, but was back on 
schedule again in 1930. However, in 1934, a 
special presentation was given commemorating 
the continued observance of a vow made 300 
years ago. A history play depicting the events 
of the 30 Years War, augmented this perform¬ 
ance. The next Passion Play will take place 
in 1940. 

Practically the entire population of the little 
village of Oberammergau is engaged in sculptur¬ 
ing, wood-carving, or in the fashioning of pot¬ 
tery. Religious subjects predominate with the 
artisans, and their work is classed with the 
finest in the world. Before and after the play, 
the leading characters receive visitors in their 
shops, autograph pictures and wood-carvings 
for admirers and amicably discuss their work, 
phases of the play, and the history of the 
latter’s birth and faithful preserv’atlon. 

Mr. Alois Lang, the sculptor, now 44 years 
old, played his initial role of Christus In the 
1930 production and again in 1934. Through 
years of devout living, through deeds of gentle¬ 
ness and kindness, he has fitted himself for the 
interpretation of the part that he now plstys 
so superbly, 

Anton Lang, a master potter, speaks the pro¬ 
logue to the Passion Play, accompanied on the 
stage by the chorus. His tender, compassionate 
portrayal of Christ in the plays of 1900. 1910 
and 1922, have made him famous. His voice Is 
fine and under splendid control. 

Anny Rutz, who is employed in an office in 
Fnterammergau, has taken the part of the Vir¬ 
gin Mary in the la.st two productions. 

Hansi Pieisinger, the daughter of an Ober¬ 
ammergau inn keeper, ably portrayed St. Mary 
Magdalene in 19,30. The inn kept by her father 
has been in existence .since 1612. In 1934, this 
role was performed by Klara Mayr. 

Peter Rendl as St. Peter, Willy Bierling as 
St. John, and Melchoir Breitsamter as Pilate, 
arc actors well chosen, and whose performances 
are splendidly enacted. 

W HATEVER one's religious views, no spec¬ 
tator can fail to be deeply moved and In¬ 
spired by the Oberammergau play. To maintain 
a vow for three centuries -to make that vow 
visible and beautiful in a religious representa¬ 
tion of universal significance--to play the part 
of the Christus and the Disciples and the Holy 
Family, with genuine piety and matchless art 
in a vista of supreme loveliness are accom¬ 
plishments which have set apart the Oberam¬ 
meigau Passion Play as an experience unique 
and incomparable. Devotion, tradition, rever¬ 
ence, moral and spiritual understanding united 
to a great artistic tradition, engender an en¬ 
semble of matchless beauty and poignancy.
